Farm labor shortage in this area 
has been avoided so far by the 
help received from this source, 
but now that all the possible 
workers are already cm farms it 
will be more difficult to improve 
the farm labor situation. 
WPA workers are given 
the 
name 
of a farmer who needs 
hands by the local employment 
bureau and if he refuses to take 
the job he is laid off the govern­ 
ment payroll. After the harvest is 
completed the men receive state­ 
ments from their employers to the 
effect that they worked through 
the season and may return to re­ 
lief this Fall if necessary. 
The present relief figure is the 
lowest it has been for several 
years with some 35 women In 
various roles supervising sewing 
and recreation projects.

It can be no secret to the Nazis

The story they tell is one of 
the most encouraging of the war 
pictures, but it shows our State 
Department to be lagging months 
behind in Its policy toward France. 
The people of France, say these 
heroes of midnight channel-cross- 
ingi, are so far ahead of the U. S. 
State Department that it would be 
humorous if It were not so pa­ 
thetic.

Opinions Vary on “What

"seven year itch ” and tried to find 
out what it referred to but was 
unable to find it in the dictionary

or the encyclopedia or Brewer’s 
"Handbook for Readers" or other 
manuals of this general kind, and 
I asked my readers if anyone knew 
exactly what it meant. 
I have had a number of re­ 
sponses and am very grateful to 
those who have contributed to the 
symposium. There is, however, 
some difference of opinion and I 
am not sure I can say the question 
is settled yet. For instance, a read­ 
er in Asheville, North Carolina, 
says: "I am very much surprised 
to learn you don’t know what the 
seven year itch if. I have known 
that since I wss big enough to 
walk. The seven year itch is a 
term used when one gets too lazy 
to move, too lacy to work for a liv­ 
ing, too lazy to take a bath or 
wash their face and hands and too 
lazy to comb their own hair. ’ 
The Itch Mite 


This reply is more st variance 
than any other. Most of the writ­ 
ers say that seven year itch is the 
scabies. Scabies is, of course, ordi­ 
narily called the itch and is due to 
the itch mite which gets under the 
skin especially on the delicate part 
of the hands. The only trouble 
with that answer is that scabies 
doesn’t last seven years even if un­ 
treated. Some of my readers get 
around this difficulty by saying 
that it is a stubborn disease and 
even when treated, some spot of 
the skin becomes a focus for its 
continuance and spread, and in 
these cases it really lasts seven 
years. 
Another reader says that it is 
the itch due to the chigger which, 
according to this letter, is a small 
insect or flea found in the West 
Indies and South America. The 
chigger is not confined to the West 
Indies or to South America by any 
means, however, as we have plenty 
of them in Missouri. 
But here 


again th* infection never last# 
more than a few days or weeks at 
the most.

Opinions Vary Widely 
Another reader says that seven 
year itch 
is due to chemical 
changes, particularly soaps, that 
get on the hand and it takes seven 
years to get the chemical complete­ 
ly out of the system. 
As can be seen, what I stated 
above is true: that theee is a good 
deal of variation in opinion as to 
what the seven year itch is. Every­ 
body claims to know right off the 
bat, but they have so many differ­ 
ent explanations that it hardly 
seems possible that any of them 
given here is exactly and literally 
accurate. My idea is that it was 
some sort of an histqric event like 
the plagues of Egypt and that 
some people somewhere were af­ 
flicted with it and it passed into 
the language as an allusion. But 
although I have been endeavoring 
to find an answer to the question 
as hard as anybody, I am still in 
the dark about it. Maybe if we 
found out what it wa,«, we could 
send it as a curse on the Japs or 
the Italians and even up the score 
a little hit.

heavy weight burlap for agricul­ 
tural bags this year, and that they 
will have to depend largely 
on 
baga made of substitutes for bur­ 
lap, JTP inly cotton. 
Rest riction of further 
use 
of 
burlap for agricultural purposes, j 
he explained, is due to the war 
emergency and inadequate 
ship­ 
ping space limiting importations. 
The AAA chairman recommend­ 
ed that farmers make full use of 
old bags for handling their crops 
this year. 
“It is essential,” he said, “for! 
farm ers to plan for greater use 
of cotton baga, either Osnaburg j 
or sheetings, or paper baga. 
In 
many cases, too,- it will be neces­ 
sary that farmers 
use 
unusual 
or odd-shaped bags. In order to 
utilize to the fullest extent of ex­ 
isting loom facilities, textile mills 
are finding it necessary to weave 
fabrics of certain widths and con­ 
structions not generally used by 
agricultural bag manufacturers.’* 
He reported 
that 
agricultural 
baga requiring light weight bur­ 
lap now are available in small 
quantities for a short time, pos­ 
sibly as late as December of this 
year. But even this burlap aupply, 
he said, will not 
provide 
more 
than a small percentage of the 
light weight burlap requirements. 
bo that substitutes for practically 
all burlap baga of this type will 
have to be utilized from available 
cotton bags or paper bags. 
“While the cotton bags will cost 
slightly more than 
the 
burlap 
bags, farmers can overoome this 
difference in 
price 
by 
getting 
maximum use out of the Osna­ 
burg bags which are available,” 
he said. 
An adequate aupply of 
paper 
baga to meet immediate agricul­ 
tural demands has been insured 
farm ers 
through 
a 
preference 
order covering the allocation of 
all types of wood pulp. 
Most of the burlap which or- 


I dinarily would be made available 
for the manufacture 
of

tural bags has been put aside by 
the government for use by the 
ariled services.
